INVENTION FoR DODGING 
SUBMARINES. 


A claim in . respect of an 
alaram clock by maana af which 
it was possitle far the helmaman 
of a ship to alter its coursa at the 
tight moment in order to avoid 
baing torpedoed by a submarine 
came bafore tha Royal Commis- 
sion on Awards to Inventors 
recently. Commander. Wyatt, 
formearty in the Navy,and Captain 
Lewia, R.N.. made a joint claim 
in reapect. of this invention, 
which was known asa “ Zigrag 
clock. . 

Commandar Wyatt read a latter 
written by Admiral Sir Richard 
Webb, who declared that 
‘“zigzagging” was mos: efficaci- 
ous in warding af submarine 
attack. The witnesa explained 
that the clocks were used with 
large convoys of American 
troops, which, when proceeding 
ata rapid rate, had to sigzag, and 
unless they had some synchroniz- 
ed method of doing so there 
would very soon have been 
‘collisions.
